While admitting the necessity of a staff of 
Stipendiary Magistrates for British Columbia, 
we have several times advocated the propriety: 
and atility of having, in addition to these, a num- 
ber of Honorary Justices of the Peace, similar 
to those in other Colonies and at home, who 
should receive no remuneration beyond. certain 
fees, to be defined by Statute.- The reasons for 
this are very obvious, The Stipendiary Magis- 
trates of the Culoriy are a most useful, indispen- 
sible, and, we may add, hard worked class of 
officials. And, moreover, this Colony has been 
very fortunate, so far, in the appointments which 
have been made in this: branch of the service. 
But although in certain districts salaried Magis- 

"> trates are indispensible yet there are other locali- 
" ties where the presence of a Magistrate is very 
necessary, and yet the duties would be too light 
to justify the payment of a regular stipend even 
Were the Colony ina position to afford it. In 
other Colonies.one or more respectable residents 
eré-appointed Justices of the Peace, receiving 
only nominal rewuneration in the shape of fees, 
-" and we feel persuaded the time has arrived when 
we may, with safety and with good results, in- 
troduce the system gradually in British Colum- 
bis. We -are,- of ¢ourse, gratified to find that 
we are not alone in this belief, as the motion of 
the Hon. J. Orr in the Legislative Council will 
testify. 58 
It would be well for the ‘Government, how- 
ever, in introducing this principle—if the mea- 
sure should carry—to exercise the utmost cir- 
cumspection in making appointments. Although 
there is now a considerable settled British popu- 
‘Istion in thig Colony, yet it would be well - to

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STEAM TRACTION ENGINES. 
Elsewhere in the present impression will be 
found a letter from a company of geutlemen to 
His*Excellency the Governor respecting the 
proposal to place a namber of these Engines 


« upon the highways of this Colony, provided the 


Government will give them the exclusive right 
to run them for twelve months. 

With our present very Jimited. knowledge of 
the character of the proposed scheme we are 
hardly prepared to treat the subject intelligently. 
While we,-in common with all who desire the 
prosperity of the country, would be disposed to. 
hail with pleasure the introduction of any improve- 
ment upon the present mode of transport, we 
‘would, at the same time; desire to exercise caution 
in granting a monopoly or countenancing any 
scheme which might tend to break np existing 
arrangemeuts, while it might not tend to cheapen 
transport so mich after all. 

We are very'much in the dark respecting the 
character of the Engines proposed to be placed 
‘upon the chief roads of the Colony for the carry- 
ing trade ; but it does appear to us that before 
granting the privilege asked for it will be the 
duty of the Government not only to ascertain 
what real adyantage would accrue to the Colony 
therefrom, but how far they would be likely to 
interfere with existing modes. We believe an 
interdict was placed upon camels being used in 
the carrying trade of this Colony upon the ground 
that these animals inspired ordinary pack trains 
‘with so much fear as to cause frequent stampedes, 
Now, it does appear to us that the Engines allu- 
ded té would be likely to excite even more terror 
in the mule and cayvosh trains than the camel, 
and would, consequently, put an end to the pres- 
ent mode of conveying goods. 

- In this view of the case the points for the 
Government to consider are, whether these En- 
gines conld be relied upon as a more efficient 
means of transport than the present, whether 
packers and their trains could be swept off the 
main roads of British Columbia in order to give 
place to these steam Engines withont undue in- 
fringement upon existing private rights, and 


whether the result likely to. accrue would prove 
to be a sufficient public advantage to justify 


such a complete revolution in the carrying trade 
of the Colony. 

We would be glad to see the enterprising spirit 
displayed by these gentlemen met and encour- 
aged in 4 fitting way by the Government, but 
we would deprecate any infringement upon the 
tights of those mow engaged) in the carrying 
trade to our gold fields for the sake of making 
@ mere experiment, or for any change which 
wonld not necessarily -eventuate in materially 
cheapening transport. We are not prepared to 
say that the proposed scheme is nyt all that could 
be desired, but feel it our ,duty! to warn the 
Government against granting special rights and 
advantages to any scheme before they fully un- 
derstand it in all its bearings upon the trade of 
the Colony, If it should be found that these 
Fraction Engines would prove to be a public 
good we shall be but too happy to see theni fit- 
tingly. encouraged by the Government. 

Since the above was in type we learn that the 
House has recommended His Excellency the 
Governor to comply with the terms proposed 
by the Company, confining their operations, how- 
ever, to the rvad above the Junction. This lim- 
itation will do away with the ground of objection 
to some extent, and we sincerély hope the scheme 
will be found to work successfully ; but we still 
have our fears that the placing of these Eugines 
upon the road will seriously interfere with the 


carriage of goods by means of pack animals.
